Applicant argues that Duggan "does not disclose or suggest that such separate 
threads run concurrently in either a single process or separate process" and thus does 
not disclose a plurality of threads/instances of the test application run within a single 
process. 

Examiner disagrees. Duggan discloses, "It is the multi-threaded, reentrant nature 
of the test tool program code that allows multiple sessions to execute concurrently" (col. 
21, lines 57-61). Those of ordinary skill would have understood the term 'multi-threaded' 
to refer to multiple threads running within a single process. (The situation where a 
process executes a single thread is known in the art as a 'single threaded' process.) 
Accordingly, those of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized Duggan's 
disclosure that his tool is 'multi-threaded' to indicate a plurality of threads run within a 
single process, thus anticipating the limitation.
